They refer simply to proper 
equipments of the grounds with halls 
and sufficient stalls, involving an estimat- 
ed outlay in Decatur's case of 918,000 to 
920,000, and that a bond in the ram of 
915,000 be filed with the secretary of tbe 
board as early as February let 


It was decided at the meeting to ar- 


range for a public meeting of citizens at 
the court house on Saturday next, and if 
possible secure a special meeting of the 
board of supervisors, which body will be 
asked to make an appropriation of 96,000 
toward making permanent improvements 
at the grounds. Two years ago the board 
made this appropriation by a vote of 10 
to 7, and the railroads and citizens sub- 
scribed the remainder of the required 
sum. The old subscription papers are
